Why the Wind Blows. 

In reference to air currents and the 
reasons why the wind blows, a recent 
report by the Astronomer Royal of 
England explains that air consists of 
gaseous particles, all trying to get 
away from one another, and that, un- 
der certain conditions, they can be 
compelled to come closer together by | 


apart by expansion. A quart bottle, | 
for example, holds 22 grains of air at | 
the temperature of 70 degrees. If the | 
bottle be cooled by surrounding it | 
with ice, the air inside contracts. | 
When this occurs, more air rushes in 
through the bottle’s neck. The quart 
of air now weighs more than 22 grains, | 


If the bottle be heated, the air it con- | ~ 


tains expands, its tiny particles fly 
further asunder, and many of them | 
escape from the bottle altogether. 
here is still a quart of air, but it 
weighs much less than the original 22 
grains. ~ | 

Now, consider the earth and the | 
sea under the influence of varying de- 
geet of the sun’s heat. Where the 
reat is greatest, the air is made light- 
er and expands. Where the heat ‘s , 
least, the air is unexpanded and | 
heavy. Both the hot and the cold air | 
have weight, but the cold, being the | 
heavier, is drawn more effectively | 
down to the ground. In doing 6o it 
drives the lighter air up out of its 
way, just as a lump of lead dropped | 
into a pail of water forces some ot 
the water upward. If the earth were 
equally warm at every part, and con- 
tinued at a constant tenrperature,

Tortoise Shell 


The finest of tortoise shell. is said 
to be that which comes from the In- 
dian archipelago, although much of 
that obtained on the Florida coast is 
of the very best quality, says the Sci- 
entific American. There are thtee 
rows of plates on the back of the 
animal called ‘blades’ by the fisher- 
men. .In the central row are five 
plates, and in each of the others four 
plates, the latter containing the best 
material. Besides these there are 
twenty-five smal] plates around — the 
edges of the shell, known as “‘feet’’ or 

‘“noses.’’ The biggest turtle does not 
furnish more than sixteen pounds of 
shell. ‘Formerly the undershell was 
discarded as worthless, but now it is 
much esteemed for its delicacy of 
coloring, Sometimes imitation of tor- 
toise shell is made of the horns of 
cows.

GEORGIAN BAY NAMES. | 


Admiral Bayfield Fixed the Most 
Prominent Ones. 

In these heated days when thou. 
sands of Ontarians are flocking to 
summer resorts on Georgian Bay and 
Muskoka to escape Old Sol's scorch- 
ing rays, it is interesting to note the 
wy and wherefore of the many 
names, picturesque and otherwise, 
which are met with in that vicinity. 
A most entertaining pauper on this 
subject was read by Mr. James White, 
secretary of the Commi:ii n of Con- 
servation, beiore the recent annual 
gathering in Brantford of the On- 
tario Historical Society, of which Mr. | 
D. Williams, of Collingwood is presi- 
dent. From it we take the fullowing 
extracts: 

Place-names in 


this area can be 
assigned to three distinct periods: 
First, those given by Baytield whea 
he surveyed it in 1s22; second, the 
local names given by fishermen, resi- 
dents, and others between the date of 
Bayfield’s survey and 1883; third. the 
new survey by Messrs. Boulton aud 
Stewart in 1883-93. 

In 1822 Robert Saunders Dundas, 
second Viscount Melville, Sir William

Recent Case at Portsmouth, When Two 
‘Men “Landed and Were Seared’ 
Away By the Sentry, Is Only One. 
of Many Ineidents That Have Made 
Britons Uneasy — German ore

A few days ago Portsmouth was dis- 
turbed by o very unusual incident. 
Two men landed at midnight from a 
small rowing-boat near the Tipnor/ 
Powder Magazine, an important de- 
pot used as a store for all the military 
explosives at Portsmouth, which 19) 
guarded night day ot armed sen- ; 
tries. The sentry. challenged them 
twice, but as the men disregarded thes 
challenge he fired. The intruders» 
thereupon rushed back to the boat and» 
vanished into the darkness. Ny 

While in certain quarters it is aller, 
ed that the importance of this incl-, 
dcut has been exaggerated, and that, 
it is probable that the men acted. in, 
ignorance .rather than with any mis) 
cmevous intentions, tae general opin! 
ion seems to be that the incident pro- 
vides another striking, illustration of 
the daring of foreign spies. 

As a matter of,fact, spying is great- 
ly on the increase, and Lord Haldane, 
realizing this fact, has introduced a 
new bill, in which it {s proposed to 
inflict heavier penalties on reons 
found in prohibited places, and those 
who make any sketch, note, model, or 
plan likely to be useful to an enemy. 

In the existing act these offences 
are classed as misdemeanors, the pen- 
alty being imprisonment for one year, 
with or w:thout hard labor, and a fine, 
or either. In the new bill these of- 
fences are classed as felony, and the 
penalty is not less than three years’ | 
nor more tnan seven years’ penal 
servitude—a very drastic change. Per- 
sons attempting to commit an offence 
of this kind, or inciting others, are 
liable to similar penalt:es. 

Another new provision relates to 
“harboring spies.’ This offence is 
classed as a misdemeanor and the per- 
son is liable to imprisonment for 
twelve months, with hard labor, and 
a fine. Power is also given to jus- 
tices to grant search-warrants, or in 
cases of urg ener suverintendent of 
police may himself give written au- 
thority tor a searcr ‘‘in the interest of 
the State.” 

It is not an easy matter, however, 
to catch these spies. A few months 
ago a Gertnan officer was arrested for 
making sketches of the harbor de- 
fences of Portsmouth.

@ greatest danger, however, lies in 
British soldiers and sailors betraying 
their trust, and selling plans which 
it would be almost impossible for a 
foreigner; to obtain.

About the same time it was learnt 
that a detailed description of our sub- 
marine defences had disappeared from | 
the room of a high official, which | 
meant to say that the whole scheme 
of our island’s submarine defences 
was reposing in the archives of a 
foreign power, and that the latter 
knew the site of every mine at Ports- 
mouth and Plymouth, so that, at the 
call to battle, its warships could 
thread their way with ease through 
the passage left for the passing of 
British squadrons. Of course, the 
schemes of defence in such cases are 
being continually changed; but the 
mere fact that such plans could dis- 
appear provides a remarkable illustra. 
tion of the success with which these 
international spies meet. ° 

It is not long ago since Lord Me- 
thuen and Col. Haldane met, in Berk- 
shire, a foreign spy who, not know- 
ing who they were, asked for detailed 
information about the width df the 
roads” Plans for the invasion of Eng- 
land by gynchronous raids are now 
in the possession of the War Office. 
One of them was tested a short time 
ago by a party of English officers, and 
it was‘ found ‘that the main features 
of the spot chosen for the r were 
more favorable to the invader than 
the defender. Then, again, no little 
uneasiness was caused by the discov- 
ery that a party of foreign staff officers 
in’ mufti made an extended ridin 
tour on the east coast in 1908. 
course, it is easy to exaggerate the 
importance of such incidents; but 
there is no doubt that there are hun- 
dreds of foreigners mixing among all 
classes in this couutry in the pay of 
foreign Governments, on the look-out 
for securing valuable naval and mili- 
tary information. ‘

As Calgary has already accept- 
ed the company’s offer of 20 cent gas 
and 20 years’ franchise, the smaller 
towns have their hands tied to some 
extent. If the by-law carries, High 
River will probably have natural gas 
for light, heat, and power by Septem- 
ber next. 


REINDEER REACHES EDMONTON 


Remarkable Shipment is Planned to 
Stock District of Matkenzie 
and Replace Dog ‘Teams 


Edmonton, Alta.—Thgee carloads of 
Lapland reindeer from northern New- 
foundland was the remarkable freight 
which arrived in Edmonton ree sutky 
cn the C. N. R. from the east. 

There were 43 reindeer in three cars, 
and the fourth car was stocked with 
reindeer food, moss and grass. The 
reindeer are the representatives of the 
species with which the department of 
the interior has planned to stock the 
district of’ Mackenzie. The animals 
are to be used for carrying purposes 
in long reaches of the north in place 
of dogs. 

The consignment of reindeer — left 
Newfoundland on September — 8 and 
passed through Quebec on September 
18, to reach Edmonton a week later. 
The reindeer will be taken by rail as 
far as Btony Creek, sixty miles north 
of Edmonton, and from that point 
they will be taken overland to Atha- 
basca Landing. 

Some that have been well broken 
will be led, and others will be con- 
veyed in wagons, At Athabasca Land- 
ing the animals will be placed in 
scows and floated down the Athabasca 
River to Fort Smith, which is their 
destination. They will have travelled 
fully 5,000 miles by the time 
journey is at an end.
